We doc liue as if there 2 
were no God, or at leaſt, as if we had no ſoule to ſaue, and 
wee arc fo lull'd aſleepe in the cradle of ſecurity, that neither 
admonition or the threatning wil ſerue to awaken vs. We be 
like ſicke perſons that are brought ſo weake and feeble, that 
we can neither ſauour nor diſgeſt any thing that is good. 

Vice which now aboundeth in the meaſure, wee 
acknowledge in the leaſt }-but the leſſe it is thruſt out, the 
more it eateth & feſtereth within. A gentle potion worketh 
but a weake effect in a ſtrong body: and itis with ſinne as it 
is with ſores, ſome canot be cured without coraſiues. He is 
but an vntidy Chyrurgian therefore, that will apply a gen- 
tle ſalue to a cankred ſore. We are grown to the very height 
of all kind of impiety, and ſinne is become to beſo ſupreme, 
that it thinketh ſcorne to be reprehended. | ; 
But take this from me, thou that art ſo farre ſpent, that — 
thou liueſt in voluptuous idleneſſe, and haſt no care of thy | 
ſaluation, thou that cryeſt peace, peace, and haſt God to be | 

thine enemie, that is the Author of peace, who hath proclai- 

med open warre againſt thy pride, againiſt thy 7 
againſt thy exeſſe, againſt thy yanity, againſt thy bribery, 
againſt thy conctouſneſle; thou that art entred into a league 
with theſe and many other vices : and haſt broken the cruce 
that was betweene God and thee ; thou that haſt no feeling 
of thy ſinne, but that thou wilt ſtill perſeuer in thine obomt- 
nations, thinke thy felfe to be deprived of grace, and take it 
for aſigne that thy ſinnes are ripe, and thy confuſion is not 
farreoff,but that Gods vengeance doth wait and attend thee 
with ſuch plagues and puniſhments, as ſhall make thy hard- 
ned heart totremble.
